McClellan's Report 


Books But No School 


The ink was hardly dry on yester- 


day's edition carying the editorial 
about the lady who heckled us on 
the downtown parking situation 
when we heard from another quar- 
}tc. 


. Up rises a downtown dweller who 
is not actually in merchandising 
and asks: 


"What happened to enforcement 


of the parking limit ordinance?" 


Well, there is no enforcement any 


more, of course. I knew that, be- 
cause, among other things, our 
country 
subscribers 
camplained 


about mising the comedy of reading 
a list of all the merchants and pro- 
fesional men in Hope in the munici- 
pal 
court 
proceedings — where 


r parking fines are duly reported. 


So we have no enforcement of 
the parking limit law. 


Maybe the next move is to bring 


up the question of installing parking 
meters. It's something the people 
would probably have to vote on. 
Some towns have installed them 
recently. Others have voted 
"no." 


How would you vote? 
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Here is Senator John L. Mc- 


Clellan's terse judgment on the fu- 
ture of the Marshall Plan, as he 
reported the results of his European 
tour to the third annual Congress- 
ional Forum in Little Rock yes- 
terday; 


"Unless an economic union can 


be achieved, trade barriers re- 
moved 
.currencies miade stable 


and convertible In all of the Wes- 
tern European countries to permit 
free flow of goods and services, 
there is no hope of a lasting recov- 
ery under the present ECA pro- 
gram. Therefore I favor a substan- 
tial reduction in the next ECA ap- 
propriation. It can and should be 
reduced by more than one billion 
dollars." 


Maybe this will be interpreted 


as "pressure" from the United 
States upon European policy—but 
responsibility for 
policy always 


lies to great degree with the per- 
son or nation that puts up the mon- 
ey.

A 17-year-old boy stood 30 hours' 


examination at the University of 
Chicago and won the right to a 
bachelor of arts degree without ev- 
er going to college. 


But his father was a Rhodes 
scholar — and home study and en- 
vironment did the job that formal 
schooling does for the average boy 
or girl. 


Sure, it's posible. Schools don't 
have a monopoly on learing—as a 
matter of fact they are mere sub- 
stitutes for the individual instruct- 
ion system that preceded today's 
system of mass schooling. 


Finally, there are plenty of things 


you don't learn in school at all. 
Schools of Journalism are plagued 
by the fact that the current editor- 
president of the Kansas City Star, 
and his predecessor — the two of 
them covering a generation on the 
greatest newspaper of the Middle 
West — were only high school grad- 
uates. 


Certainly it's better to be a non- 


college man who likes to read and 
insists on keeping informed than to 
be a mere dumbell with a college 
dog-tag around his neck. And there 
are plenty of college '"graduates' 
who never crack a book after leav- 
ing the classic halls behind them.

1 j said herself last night 
"I 
never 


thought I'd be a Christmas pres- 
ent." 


The search had been the most 


extensive for a missing person 
in 


the history of Cowlitz county Busi- 
nessmen, loggers, stevedoi-cst. boys 
and girls 
even housewives — 


had joined the hunt. Some of them 
had risked their jobs to remain 
in the woods. Towsnpcople at Kel- 
so lined the roads and 
cheered 


when the ambulance drove out of 
the mountains toward the hospital 
here. 


The girl had disappeared from 


a 
group 
of 
teen-agers 
cutting 


Christmas trees Sunday. Since then, 
while half a thousand men combed 
the mountain country northeast of 
here, 
Ruth had been alone and 


without food in the snow and rain. 
But when 
found 
yesterday 
she 


camly identified herself and said 
"Will you take me home?" 


Later she told Rescuer Charles 


1>. Smith ••! knew I'd get out. I 
wasn't scared. But I hope no on^ 
else ever gets lost." 


Smith and his son, Phillip, had 


started over a mountain to 
join 


the main search party when they 
saw the girl in a clearing. She 
was 
returning 
from 
getting 
a 


drink at a creek near the small 
12 by 12 foot square hut where 
she had curled up to sleep 
four 
previous nights. 


As soon as Ruth identified her- 


self, the younger Smith fired a gun 
three times. The shots were heard 
by a group of Kelso boys who had 
moved beyond the previous search 
area, around a mountain and — un- 
knowingly — along 
the 
general 


trail tlie girl had wandered. They 
relayed the signal back to the mai:i 
camp 10 miles away.

Medicine 


Little Rock, Dec. 1G — (/p) One 


governor, two U. S. senators and 
six congressmen reported to their 
constituents at the third 
annual 
congressional forum of the Arkan- 
sas Economic Council Stats Cham- 
cr of Commerce here yestorduy. 
And the more than 2,500 who at- 
tended the session 
in the Little 


Rock Municipal auditorium 
heard 


socialized medicine condemned as 
a "black market in the relief of 
human suffering," that "there will 
be no FEPC legislation and should 
be none of the kind Mr. Truman 
proposes," that 
efforts 
will 
be 


made to balance the budget, and 
that an "aroused" congress 
will 


demand that its will be followed by 
government administrators. 


Senator John L. M c C 1 e 11 a n, 
speaker at the 
luncheon 
which 


preceded the forum, hurled 
the 
condemnation of socialized 
medi- 


cine, after Rep. Bnyd Tackett had 
said 'I am opposed to regimenta- 
tion of this (medical) or any other 
profession,"

Steel Hikes 


Prices, Others 
to Follow 


Pittsburgh, Dec. 10 6T>) — Big 


U. S. steel corporation hjked its 
steel prices about $4 a ton today. 


Other top basic steel producers 


are expected to follow the leader. 


However, congressional 
investi- 
gators are trying to head off a 
general steel price increase 
be- 


cause they say it threatens Amer- 
ica's economy. 


S e n a t o r O'Mahoney (D-Wyo), 
chairman of the joint congression- 
al economic committee, 
said 
he 
expects the committee to approve 
opening a probe of big steel's ac- 
tion after Christmas. 


O'Mahoney declared 
the 
price 
raise is unjustified and will have 
an inflationary effect on the 
na- 


'.lon's economic system just when 
business leaders should be strug- 
gling to hold the lid on prices. 


Watching the d e v e l o p ments 
silently is the consumer. 
He'll 


ultimately have to pay more for 
hundreds of articles if a general 
price increase develops. 


How much will such things 
as 
autos increase? No one knows but 
guesses range from $7 to $60. 


And will the price increase re- 
sult in more wage demands from 
the CIO steel workers? That seems 
almost certain. 


Big steel's action wasn't a sur- 
prise. 


Such action has been expected 
ever since the industry ended 
a 


42-day strike Nov; 11 by agreeing 
to give $100 monthly pensions, in- 
cluding social security, and to pay 
half the cost of a five cents per 
man hour welfare program. 


U. S. Steel President Benjamin 
F. Fairless said the new 
prices 
"reflect actual 
and approaching 


changes in the cost 
of 
produc- 
tion." 


And Fairless, referring to" the 


lew contract won by Philip Mur- 
ray's 
steelworkors, 
declared 
mounting expenses 
of 
operation 


include 
"the 
substantial 
higher 
costs to results when our new in- 
surance and pension .programs be- 
come effective." 


Murray said he had no comment 
until he sees the full list of price 
changes. But when the strike-end- 
ing contract was s i g n e d 
last 


month, the veteron 
labor 
leader 


said he did not believe 
a 
steel 
price boost was justified. 


At the same time, U. S. Steel 


announced the price 
increase in 
steel, it promised to cut the prices 
of tin mill products — such as the 
tin plate used for tin cans. Begin- 
ning January 1, 1950, prices will 
go down about ?3.50 a ton. The re- 
duction reflects recent declines in 
the price of tin.

Douglas. 38-year-old trainer for the 
Philadelphia Eagles,

hired as head football coach for 
the University of Arkansas. 


John Barnhill yesterday was re- 


lieved as head coach and elevated 
to the post of director of athletics' 
for Arkansas. 


Naming of Douglas was 
recom- 


mended to officials of the 'universi- 
ty this morning by Barnhill who: 
suggested a salary of $12,000 for 
three years for the new coach. 


The athletic committee of. the 
board of trustees and other school 
officials unanimously a c c c p ted 
Barnhill's recommendation but did 
not announce salary figures. 


Barnhill also suggested that his 


10-year contract be torn up "be- 
cause I realize 
that 
the 
head 


coach should get a salary higher 
than that of the athletic director." 


Barnhill's salary 
is 
at 
least 


$12,500 a year. 


"I will take what the president 


and the trustees think I'm worth," 
Barnhill said. 


This matter was not discussed 
by the group. 


Barnhill said that Douglas prob- 


ably will name two or three as- 
sistants to help him in his coach- 
ing duties. He said 
he 
already 


had talked with members of the 
coaching staff 
and alerted 
them 


of the probable change. 
Douglas was not present at the 


meeting this morning. He was en 
route West with the Eagles for the 
National league playoff with Los 
Angeles Sunday. 


Barnhill told the committee that 
it is imperative the new coach be 
given a free reign over guiding 
the Razorbacks, 
a d d i n g there 


should be no handicap in his way. 


Douglas, who is regarded as a 


right-hand strategist to Philadel- 
phia Coach Earle (Greasy) NeaU', 
commented at Albuquerque, N. M.; 
where the Eagles worked out yes- 
terday, that he had not heard from 
Arkansas but that he would take 
the job if it were offered him. 
The Eagles trainer, 
who 
was 


head coach at Drexel Tech on the 
side this fall, confcrrred with uni- 
versity officials here several weeks 
ago, shortly 
after 
Barnhill 
an-' 
nounced plans to 
reorganize 
the 


athletic staff. 


In four years at Arkansas, Barn- 


hill ;von 22 games, lost 17 and tied 
three. His 1946 Razorbacks shared 
the southwest conference champ- 
ionship with rice and tied LSU in 
the Cotton bowl. His 1947 team beat 
William and . Mary in the 
Dixie 
bowl. 


This year . the Razorbacks 
won 


five, and lost.five, and. .fans began 
grumbling in midseason. 


But Dr. Jones made no mention 


of won-lost records in announcing 
yesterday that Barnhill 
is 
being 


elevated. 
He 
praised 
Barnhill's 
work here and said the dual ac- 
tivities of coach and athletic di- 
rector were "a burden no man can 
bear." 


Barnhill's contract, providing a 


salary of $12,500 a year, has six 
years to run.

Whitten Talks 
on Securing 
World Peace 


Vernon Whitten, south Arkansas 


lumberman, today told the Hope 
Ko-.ary ciub v.iai r:ie Digues'; pi-ou- 
lem of the world is securing and 
maintaining world peace. 


He commended me United Na- 


tions as a step in the right direction 
but declared it .doesn't go 
fat- 


enough. We have two choices, he 
declared—one a 
federation 
of 


world nations under a constitutional 
government limited to prevention 
of war, and the other the road 
which leads to nothing but ulti- 
mate war . . . World War III. 


He asserted it was up to the 


United States to take the load and 
challenged members o£ the club 
to do something about it. 


"The old way is futile," he said. 


"If we know a better choice than 
futility exists, yet allow ourselves 
to stay silent and idle, we are 
choosing catastrophe. 


"But ir we Americans really 
want an enduring peace for this 
world, we must lead the world tow- 
ard the only true source of public 
peace that has ever existed: Justice 
under law and government. 


"We must speak up loudly so 


that the representatives of the peo- 
ple in Washington will hear and act. 
One by one, whoever and wherever 
we are, we must stand up and be 
counted. 


"Personally, I prefer to stand up 


and be counted now, rather than be 
counted while laid out in rows 
f e a r , " - h e concluded.

Huchins Again

Houchins, a former University of

medical student, was 


convicted last month in the mur- 
der of Sclh Reed of Clurksville, 
Ark., in a Little Rock hotel room. 
He was sentenced to 15 years in 
prison, but was freed 
on 
$5,000 


bond pending an appeal.

Producers of the crop voted in 


a 20-state referendum yesterday to 
approve an agriculture 
deport- 
ment proposal to invoke 
prewar 


marketing quotas as a means of 
preventing the production of mar- 
ketable surpluses.

Little Rock, Dec. 
1G— (/P)— 


Cotton growers of 
Arkansas, 
like those throughout the na- 
tion, voted heavily for the re- 
turn of production control 
in 


1950. 


Incomplete but decisive 
re- 


turns from 66 of the state's 71 
cotton-producing 
counties 
in 


yesterday's acreage allotment 
referendum showed: 


For control—50,892. 
Against—4,042. 


Quotas on cotton were last In 


effect in 1941. They were voted for 
the 1942 crop, but were suspended 
because of war conditions. 


The cotton program is designed 


to hold plantings to 21,000,000 acres, 
or about 23 per cent less than was 
planted this year. 


This 
reduction 
is 
expected 


to result in a crop of around 12 - 
000.000 bales compared with about 
10,000,000 this year. 


Nearly complete, unofficial 
re- 
turns from the referendum gave 
358,422 votes for cotton ciuotas and 
45,435 against. This was 
a 
ma- 


jority of 89 per cent, which is far 
in excess ot the necessary 66 2-3 
per cent. 


Under the control program, each 


farm is given a planting allotment. 
I he farm's sales 
quota 
is 
the 


amount of cotton grown on its al- 
lotment. Sales from excess acres 
would be subject to a stiff penalty 
,-x,~ roughtly 15 cents around or 
slightly more than half the pros- 
pective market price. 


Approval of quotas assured pro- 


ducers of a continued government 
price support of 90 per cent 
of 


parity, or around 28 cents a pound 
if quotas had been defeated, the 
price support for the 
1950 
crop 


would have dropped to 50 per cent 
of parity. 


Parity is a legal standard for 


measuring farm .prices, 
designed 


to be equally fair to producers and 
those who buy his products. 
. The size of the majority favor- 
ing quotas was larger than some 
farm leaders and department 
of- 
Jlc'aL and expected. 
Reports of 


widespread grower dissatisfaction 
with acreage planting allotment 
had led them to believe the op- 
position would be stronger than it 
turned out to be. 


Perhaps influencing the results 
is a promise of a 
house 
cotton 


sub-committee to ask congress to 
change the control law so as 
to 


correct reported inquities in plant- 
ing allotments. Some farms have 
been asked to cut their acreage 
as much as 80 per cent.

They said the President felt that 
the three day-a-week digging per- 
mitted by John L. Lewis took the 
coal case out of the national emer- 
gency category.

page letter asking presidential in. 
tervcntion. 


A letter, signed by Joseph E. 


Moody, president of the Southern 
Coal Producers association, asked 
Mr. Truman to use the Taft-Hart- 
ley act or prosecute 
the 
United 


Mine Workers' chief of anti-trust 
charges. 


It said that if the present law 


does not cover 
the 
abbreviated 


work week 'that Lewis is permit- 
ting, Mr. Truman should ask con- 
gress for legislation covering the 
situation. 


A daily confidante of the Presi- 
dent's said he had not seen 
the 
letter, but that he probably would 
label it as propaganda in view of 
advance knowledge 
of 
its 
dis- 
patch. 


This man, unquotable by na?tie, 
said Mr. Truman was 
no 
more 


kindly disposed toward Lewis than 
he is toward the Taft-Hartley act 
for which he again will ask repeal 
in his state ot the union message 
to congress.
